TALLAHASSEE — Comptroller 
of Florida Fred O: (Bud) Dickin- 
son, Jr., recently released a Florid 
tax assessment analysis which he 
said “serves to show why Floridi- 
ans must receive. tax relief.” 

Comptroller Dickinson's report 
is a comprehenSive, comparative 
analysis of the 1965 and 1966 tax: 
assessments, levels and millages m 
Florida counties. 

Dickinson said “the gigantic in- 
crease of billions of dollars in as- 
sessed valuation again demonstra- 
tes why I have made my six-point 
recommendation to the Legislature 
which includes abolition of the tax 
on household furnishings and be- 
longings and specific relief in the 
ad valorem tax field.” 

Prepared by the Assessment 
Standards Department headed by 
J. N. Aycocke, the analysis shows 
changes which accounted for 1 
increases of property valuation 1:1 
Florida to a 1966 total assessment 
of $35.3 billion. 

Dickinson said “this report is a 
reflection of the effort of this oftice 
and the tax assessors of the state 
following the historie June 8, 1966, 
ruling of the Supreme Court of 
Florida.
